BERLIN, Dec. 4. — For wedding a 
washerwoman’'s beautiful daughter, 
Count Erasmus von Erbach wes de- 


Prived today of tne right of succession 
to his ancestral estates. 

The loss of his inheritance was the cul- 
rmination of the series of misfortunes 
which followed his love for Dora 
Fischer, the young woman whom he 
made his wife in defiance of his rela- 
tives’ wishes. The Count himself has 
been confined in a madhouse since a 
short time after the marriage, which a 
special tribunal some time ago declared 
invalid. 

Repeated attempts to free the prisoner 
from the charge of insanity which was 
trumped up against him have failed, 
and Von Erbach is said finally to have 
given up hope of freedom and to believe 
lc must spend the rest of his life in a 
lunatic’s cell, 

Today’s decision was rendered by a 
special court consisting of Princes Stol- 
berg-Wernigerodi and Herman von 
Schoenburgh-Waldenburg and Count von 
Solmslaubach. The succession was 
awarded to Count Erasmus’ uncle, 
Count Arthur von Erbach. The estates 
include three castles and an income of 
$1,000,009 annually.

Davis’ Son. 
Nathaniel Davis, 71 years old, an in- 
valid, was rescued from death by fire 
Wednesday by Patrolmen Kiernan and 
Kobezeski of the Carr Street District. 
Seeing smoke coming from the build- 
ing at 1930 Franklin avenue, they ran to 
the room occupied by Davis on the third 
floor. The old man was sitting in a chair 
and his shirt was on fire. Near him a 
chair and a table were in flames. Davis, 
who is helpless from rheumatism, was 
unuble to move or to call for help. In 
a few minutes the flames would have 
devoured him. 
Rushing into the room, the policemen 
picked up the old man and carried him 
to the second floor, after which they 
went back and put out the fire. 

The blaze was caused by the effort of 
Nathaniel Davis, 15-year-old son of the 
aged invalid, to burn cornshucks for 
fuel. He cut open a mattress and emp- 
tied the contents on the floor and sparks 
from the stove ignited the shucks. The 
boy was not in the building when the 
fire started.

IN VAULTS U 
CHICAGO BANKS 


Call of the Comptroller Re- 
veals Hoarding by In- 
stitutions. 





SURPLUS IS. $72,000,000 





Vast Sum in Excess of the 
Normal Reserve Out of 
Circulation. 





CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—Cash in vaults of 
Chicago banks today approximated 
$300,000,000, $100,000,000 of which is in sav- 
ings banks and the remajnder in na- 


tional institutions. Never in the history 
of Chicago banks has there been so large 
an amount. Reserves are well above 
the 25 per cent of deposits, as required 
by the national banking law. 

These facts were brought out today 
when Comptroller of the Currency 
Ridgely at Washington requested a 
statement from national bankers 
throughout the country. 

Increased Cash eon Hand. 

Nearly every national bank showed a 
heavy increase in the amount of money 
ready at the call of depositors, the gains 
ranging from $10,000,000 for the smallest 
to $15,000,000. The total amount these 
banks held on Aug. 18, when the iast 


vall was made by the Comptroller, v’as 


$128,452,063. Today the sum is not far 
from $200,000,000, which, with that held 
by the savings banks and trust com- 
panies, makes a total of 95°0,000,000. 
Reserve Below tn New York. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—The New York 
banks will show, as is well known, an 
average of reserves below the 2 per 
cent requirement. 

It is expected they will show large 
increases in loans and depasits, with 
corresponding losses of cash. A great 
deal of out-of-town money has, how- 
ever, been offered in New York the last 
few days, showing that the flow again 
is setting in this direction. 

An official of a leading national bank 
in this city said today: 

“The Comptroller’s call is most op- 
portune. It will disclose national con- 
ditions at a most interesting time. The 
New York banking institutions have 
borne the brunt of the trouble—we have 
been carrying the burden—and the re- 
turns to Washington will thoroughly 
demonstrate that.’’ 

Big Reserve in Kansas City. 

KANSAS CITY, Dec. 4.—The amount 
of cash now held by Kansas City 
banks is about normal, according to the 
statements of leading bankers here, and 
the reserves are placed at between forty 
and fifty per cent of the deposits. Most 
of the small countrty banks in Kansas 
and in this portion of the Southwest are 
said, however, to have almost doubled 
their usual amounts of cash, for the 
reason that many of the big Kansas 
City institutions have shipped much cur- 
rency to their correspondents in these 
places. 

Strong Showing in Denver. 

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 4—John C. 
Mitchell, secretary of the: Denver Clear- 
ing House Association, said today: 

“The Denver banks will make a good, 
strong statement. There will be shown 
a shrinkage in the amount of deposits, 
but the statement will show that the 
banks are in a sound financial condi- 
tion.”’ 

In answer to a question, Mr. Mitchéll 
said that while the reserve held by the 
Denver banks was large, it was nut ex- 
cessively so, and that much of ‘t was 
deposited in Eastern depository banks. 


S$t. Louis bankers will make no an- 
nouncement as to when cash payments 
will be resumed. They say that the 
financial situation is improving every 
day, and that money is flowing freely 
into and out of the banks. Most of the 
bankers now are able to furnish what 
currency is need for payroll purposes, 
and are increasing the amount of money, 
and diminishing the number of checks 
every week. 

The call of the United States Comp- 
trolier for bank statements will, local 
bankers say, result In a general im- 
provement of conditions, for it is ex- 
pected to show that most of the banks 
are carrying large cash reserves. After 
the statements are made the excess re- 
serve will be released for circulation, 
making mony more plentiful. 

The Comptroller has given managers 
of Clearing Houses specific instructions 
in regard to reporting Clearing Huse 
certificates. The Clearing House man- 
ageis are directed to show the full 
amount of such certificates issued to 
each bank. 


ROBBERS SHOOT MARSHAL

SALISBURY, Mo., Dec. 4—Robbers, 
who tried to loot the Salisburk Savings 
Bank early today, shot and seriously 
wounded Ashley Dameron, the City 
Marshal, who slept in a room in the 
rear of the %=nk building. 

The robbers shot Dameron in the 
mouth, and then pounded him over the 
head with their revolves until he was 
unconscious. He will probably recover.

Sergt. Connolly’s Hard Study 
Killed Him, Say His 
Friends. 








HAD TO READ NIGHTLY 





Man Whose Integrity Was Not 
Questioned Joined Force 
With Desmond. 





Apoplexy, brougnt on by the brain fag 
of pouring over the police manual which 
the Board had ordered him to commit, 
word for word, within 30 days, cost Ser- 
geant Anthony Connolly his life, accord- 
ing to friends of the policeman. 

After 30 years of service, in which he 


hud won promotion, Connolly 


sat late l@io each night delving into the 


manual, after having walked 9. beat all 
day. At 60 years of age, his friends say, 
the mental strain was “evere. 

That Sergeant Cennolly was fad'ng 
da.ly became apperent to his triends 
in the two months preceding his death, 
which came suddenly Wednesday morn- 
ing at his residence, 3929 Ohio avenue, 
following the stroke that mede him ill 
two months ago: 

Required to Memorize. 

The standard of the Police Board’s re- 
quirement of acquaintance with the 
inanual of a policeman’s duties, is that 
the answers to the questions pro- 
pounded must be given as they are 
written in the book. The custom of 
“sentencing’’ members of the force to 
8. 30-days course of study, under penalty 
of possible dismissal from service, has 
teen in vogue only since the incum- 
benecy of the board. Nearly half of the 
free are imperfect. 

Sergt. Connolly’s integrity as an offi- 
cer and his bravery has never been 
questioned since 1876, when he took the 
oath to protect life and property, until 
the cay of his death, but his familiarity 
with the manial by rote wes held to be 
very unsatisfactéry. No point was 
raised that he did not understand the 
performance of police duties: the com- 
plaint was simply that he did not know 
his lesson. 

One of “Lucky Thirteen.” 

Conolly joined the police force May 
20, 1876, with 12 others, known as the 
“Lucky 13,’’ three of whom have since 
served in the capacity of chief, and four, 
including Connolly, as sergeants. the 
six others renwined in the ranks as 
patrolimen. ™"»9 are dead and two 1 ft 
the cepartment. 

Connolly joined the force with C. G. 
Gillaspy, Assistant Chief; William Des. 
mond, former Chief of Detectives, and 
John W. Campbell, former Chief of Po- 
lice. The late William Hoaghland, 
Thomas Church and William H. Bart- 
ley, E. B. Hickman, J. J. Hayes, James 
Joyce, Jerre McCarthy, James Maher 
and Mike Doyle went on at the same 
time. The first four were promoted to 
the rank of sergeant, Church and Bart- 
ley later’being reduced. 

Connolly, when stricken with his fatal] 
illness, was commanding a precinct in 
the Carondelet District. The surviving 
members of the “Lucky 13’ will attend 
his funeral which will be held Friday.

New indictments were voted against 
Delegates Ferd Warner and F. W. 
Priesmeyer late Tuesday afternoon and 
bench warrants asked for by the grand 
jury when Judge Fisher convened court 
at 10 a. m.

Immediately after the indictments 
and application for bench warrants had 
been placed in his hands, Judge Fisher 
adjourned court for a time and went 
into conference with Circuit Attorney 
Sager. The conference, it is said, was 
in relation to the indictments against 
the two delegates. 

Delegates Not Summoned. 

Warner and Priesmeyer were not 
summoned to appear before the grand 
jury, their plea against the first in- 
dictments against them having been 
that they were compelled to testify 
against themselves. The new indict- 
ments are the same in substance as 
the first two, which were quashed, 
differing only in technical phraseol- 
ogy. 

It is expected that announcement 
will be made soon as to a trial of the 
two delegates. 

The grand jury reconvened at 2 p. 
m. to take up the charges against W. 
R. Coyne, who said when questioned 
by the grand jury that he “could not 
remember” approaching various per- 
sons in the role of business agent for 
a combine in the’ House of Delegates. 
Coyne is now under indictment for 
perjury.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—No formal 
consideration will be given to currency 
legislation by the Senate until after the 
Christmas recess. The Finance Commnit- 
tee has decided not to hold another 
meeting until some time in January. 

Senator Hansbrough outlined his plan 
for a central] bank of tissue, under Gov- 
ernment control, to be located either in 
St. Louis or Chicago. Senator Bailey 
suggested that authority be given to the 
Secretary of the Treasury to issue $500,- 
000,000 of additional circulating medium 
whenever the emergency should arise. 
Senator Money asked Chairman Aldrich 
if he favored a central bank. Senator 
Aldrich intimated that he did not. 

The Democratic members expressed 
themselves in favor of going siow, hold- 
ing that the emergency had passed. The 
purpose of the meeting was chiefly to 
smoke out the Democrats and ascertain 
whether they favored remedial action at 
once. The fact that they do not propose 
to take the bit in thelr teeth and run 
away with the program offered great re- 
lief to Senator Aldrich and his Repub- 
lican associates. Senator Aldrich re- 
quested all members to study the situ- 
ation, so as to be in a position to {ntel- 
ligently pass on the flcod of financial 
measures which are expecicd.

I 
cannot tell just the day that we will 
go. I am trying to find the. quickest 
way from the coast, Whether by San 
Francisco or Seattle. But it will be 
soon.”’ 

“But you 
dor?" 

“That is not for me to say; it is for 
my Government. I have been called— 
not ‘recalled’ in the sense‘that you use 
it here—but called back to tell the Em- 
peror what I have observed here.

CARRIED HER IN ARMS 





Trip From Hospital to Home 
Preceded Tragedy in 
Apartments. 





DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 4.—‘‘He 
wrecked my home. I hope he'll die.” 

These words from Mrs, Florence 
Griffith, after shooting her family 
physician, Dr. J. A. Attridge, and 
sending a bullet into her own head 
last night, threw a light on the cause 
for the double shooting. 

Both Dr. Attridge and Mrs. Griffith 
have a chance to recover. The shoot- 
ing took place in the woman's apart- 
ments in the Roycourt, to which she 
had just been removed from the Har- 
per Hospital by the ‘doctor. 

James B. Griffith, the woman's hus- 
band, today made this statement: 

“I discovered last spring that the 
relations between Dr. Attridge and 
my wife were improper. She told me 
frankly that she loved him much 
more than she did or ever could love 
me. He seemed to possess a marvel- 
ous influence over her. On Oct. 23 I 
left her. Last Saturday I visited her 
in the hospital. 

Husband Agrees to Forgive. 

“She promised to cut out the doctor 
forever and I agreed to live with her 
again. She and the doctor undoubt- 
edly had quarreled while he was tak- 
ing her from the _ hospital to our 
home and it seems to have been the 
direct cause of the shooting. 

‘Tf she recovers I'll live with her 
again and will try to make her for- 
get this awful page in her life’s his- 
tory.” 

Dr. Attridge is not able to give any 
statement, 

The shock of the separation caused 
Mrs. Griffith to collapse and a week and 
a half ago she was taken to the Harper 
Hospital. riffith went to live on Fort 
street, a mile from his home. 

Protests Are Overruled. 

An operation had weakened Mrs. Grif- 
fith and it was thought that she would 
not be able to go to her home for at 
least two weeks. 

Last night Dr. Attridge drove up to 
the hospital in a carriage. He went to 
Mis. Griffith’s room and remained there 
nearly an hour. 

Attridge carried her in his arms to the 
carriage. It was 6 p. m. when they 
drove up to the Roycourt. 

From the fact that Dr. Attridge was 
shot in the back of the head it is 
thought that he caught a glimpse of the 
revolver as he entered the roorn and was 
fleeing when Mrs. Griffith pulled the 
trigger.

The Street Commissioner made a finai 
appeal to the committee Tuesday to re- 
port the bill at Tuesday night’s meet- 
ing. He said that, with the help of 
special Council sessions, he could then 
get it through beiore the holidays, and 
leave an opportunity for competition 
among bidders, 

Brennan’s War on Travilla. 

The committee disregarded the ap- 
peal. Brennan, the chairman, has re- 
cently expressed resentment against the 
Street Commissioner because some of 
his Twenty-sixth Ward constitutents 
were discharged from the department. 

The present contract was made at a 
rate dictated by the contractors’ com- 
bine, $600 a mile, after a similar ‘‘hold- 
ing up’ of last year’s sprinkling ordi- 
nance by the House. The contract of 
the former year, the ordinance for 
which was passed in time to admit of 
competition, was $440 a mile. The dif- 
ference in annual vst to the city is 
more than $50,000. Travilla hoped-to get 
back to the old rate this year, but says 
this will now be impossible.

He cat give his best work to a 
big league club after going through a 
winter season.on the coast. But aside 
from that, he cannot do himself jus- 
tice While in the big league if he has 
played all winter. It has been my ex- 
perience, and I think that of a lot more 
oldtimers, that a player will do a 
whole lot-better in the summer if he 
lets baseball alone during the entire 
winter and even thinks about other 
things.”’ 

This doesn’t mean that a balliplayer 
need be idle during the winter months. 
Theré are hundreds of things he may 
do to put in his time and at the same 
time add a little money to his income 
from playing ball. 

‘The whole trouble seems to be that 
the ballplayer cannot get enough 
money working at any other business. 
He has been accustomed to earn from 
$300 to $600 a month playing ball and

gere are many balliplayers in the 

today who are connected with 

the big leagues and who earn as much 
as %6 a month during the summer 
months who sare wise enough to save 





their arms during the winter and at 
the same time work in some other busi- 
ness for galaries as low as $75 per 
month. 


Billy Sullivan, the catcher for the 
White Sox, is one of the highest-sal- 
aried playcrs in the American League 


today, but knows the value of his 
throwing arm and that it will not last 
forever. As s800n as the se@dson is 
over, instead of working his valuable 
right wing overtime, he rests all win- 
ter and puts in his time selling beef 
and pork for one of the big Chicago 
packing firms. He is reported as be- 
ing a capable salesman, but it is safe 
to say that he does not draw more 
than $100 a month for his winter work. 

“Jiggs” Donohue is managing a bowl- 
ing alley in Chicago and puts in his 
time running the alleys for probablv 
not more than one-quarter the salary 
that he draws from Comiskey during 
the season. Cy Young, the great Bos- 
ton pitcher, has a farm in Ohio and 
feeds his cattle and ye every winter 
and of course, being in business for 
himself, may have a chance to make 
big money. Artie Hofman, the Cubs’ 
great utility man, has put in several 
winters working in a bank in this city 
at a very meager salary. Mike Donlin, 
the new captain of the New York 
Giants, travels as manager of a show 
on the road and his salary isn’t one- 
third that named in his contract with 
John T. Brush. 


A dozen others could be named who 
add a little to their incomes by work 


in the winter and there are many 
more who have saved enough of their 
earnings to have a business of their 
own to look after during the winter. 
There are also many who remain abso- 
lutely idle for half the year rather than 
take a chance on using up their arms 
in winter ballplaying. 


It is easy to understand why Hal 
Chase would grab at a chance to rake 
in probably $300 a month on the coast 
in the winter time when he could not 
get one-third of that in any other oc- 
cupation. He is young yet and prob- 
ably doesn’t realize the value of his 
left arm. 

President Hedges of the St. Louis

P. M. HANSON RESIGNS FROM COMMITTEE. 

P. M. Hanson, who for several years has worked assiduously for the suc- 
cess of the Christmas Festival us chairman of the Basket Committee, sent his 
resignation on account of the pressure of business which would prevent him 
giving as much time as he thought necessary to the work. His resignation 
was accepted. with regret. 

George 8. Johns, for the Post-Dispatch, addressed the committee informally, 
briefly reviewing the work that had been accomplished in the past. He stated 
that the Post-Dispatch was willing to assist in the project if it was the desire 
of the committee again to assume the task of raising the money and conducting 
the festival, and offered the columns of the paper for that purpose. 

; FESTIVAL a NECESSITY THIS YEAR. 

Several members of the committee spoke of the necessity for the festival 
this year, particularly in the face of the temporary money stringency, and said 
that the appeal to the people for assistance in the matter of funds to carry 
it on could not be made too strong. It was a work of great magnitude, and 
without the hearty co-operation of all the people it would be impossible. As 
one of them expressed it: 

“This is not a work of charity. The Christmas Festival is simply an ex- 
ression of a gracious hospitality on the part of the well-to-do people of St. Louis 
ward their fellow townsmen who are not so well off in the world’s goods. 

It is a sharing of their own prosperity with those upon whom fortune has not 
smiled, & 

“It is a heart and purse opener, and a source of the greatest happiness 
to the giver, while it is the means of making Christmas a day of cheer to those 
to whom the day might be one of want, if not of misery. It is the one 
day of the year when no one, no matter who he may be, should go hungry 
and forgotten in this city of plenty. This year it is particularly necessary 
that there should be, large outpouring of money to the cause. 

NOTHING LIKE IT IN AMERICA. 

“T believe that the St. Louis Christmas Festival is unique in America. 
In no other city in the Union has there been the consistent interest taken 
in an enormous sharing of Christmas cheer and joy as in St. Louis. It has 
established the reputation St. Louis always has enjoyed for hospitality, where 
the well-to-do share their Christmas dinners with their poorer neighbors. 

“In the East I have heard it commented on frequently as an example which 
other cities would do well to follow. To be sure other cities have occasional 
dinners to the poor, but generally it was the work of some one philanthropist 
or such an organization as the Salvation Army. 

3 ALL THE PEOPLE ARE HOSTS. 

“Bnt here in St. Louis it is all the people who are the hosts, and we, the 
members of the committee, are only the instruments through which the people 
do their work. m 
“Every institution which has for its object the betterment of the people 
and the alleviation of distress is represented in the work and representatives of 
the business world are gladly giving their time and money as the caterers 
and purveyors of good cheer, entertainment, bountiful dinners and general joy 
on that day of all days in the Christian year.”

Jingoism all over the world hopes for a war be- 
tween the United States and Japan. In some 
cases jingoism is a partisan of one country or the 
other, but in all it hopes for profit and excite- 
ment. There is a foreign jingoism which is 

_ #ealous of the United States, and there is a for- 
we eign fingoism which is jealous of Japan. There 
ix no jingoism anywhere which is friendly to the 
best interests of either people. 

The pitiful thing about it is that our own jingo- 
ism is primarily to blame for this situation and 
that it is persisted .in without regard to conse- 
quen There comes a time in all unrestrained 
jingo demonstrations when national pride and 
honor are involved. 

Is the chief jingo of the White House hastening 
that day with deliberation, or is he only stum- 
bling and blundering again?

Carefully stowed away in the middle of a long 
dissertation on interstate commerce, the Prest- 
dent in his message cautiously advances the idea 
of absolutism which was attributed to him u 
month ago. 

At that time it was said that he would have 
the President clothed with power to suspend the 
business of an interstate corporation whenever 
he believes it to be violating law and “without 
waiting for a case to find its devious way through 
the courts to a judicial settlement.” 

In his message, after stating his reasons for 
asking the modification of the Sherman law in 
favor of the “good trusts,” he suggests other 
amendments which will facilitate the punishment 
of the bad trusts. What he has in mind is shown 
by these words: 


To attempt to control these corporations by law- 
suits means to impose upon both the Department of 
Justice and the courts an impossible burden; it ts 


not feasible to carry on more than a limited numter 
of such suits. Such a law, to be really effective must 
of course be administered by an executive body, and 
not merely by means of lawsuits. 

Here we have a man sworn to preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution of the United States, 
calmly proposing in a formal state paper to violate 
that instrument in not less than a dozen respects. 

In a word, Mr. Roosevelt is out of patience with 


the judicial department of the Government; it is 


arbitrary arrests and unusual punishments as 
worthy of revival, and he sees no reason why lib- 


tu executive order. 
All that he asks is a national incorporation law, 
comprehending every company engaged in inter- 


dustrial, commercial and railway enterprises, as 
he admits—with power lodged in the President 
to determine the guilt of an alleged offender and 
to fix its punishment offhand.

What crazy egotism, what lust of authority, 
what madness is it that leads a man sworn to ob- 
serve a written constitution—himself the recip- 
lent of princely honors under that constitution— 
to suggest a program so monstrous? 
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THE CASE OF MRS. BRADLEY. 

Nominally acquitted on her plea of insanity, 
Mrs. Bradley really goes free on the ground of jus- 
tification. Whether she was maniacal or venge- 
ful, the jury which held her guiltless can have 
had no reason for its act except the belief that, her 
victim invited his own destruction. 

Deliberate murder appears to have béen proved 
in this case. There was the motive, there were 
threats, there was preparation, there was a rational 
purpose in the movements of the assassin and 
there was continuity of thought and action extend- 
ing over a considerable period of time. 

Ignoring all these things, the jury acquits the 
woman, not because she is innocent, but because, 
in its judgment, the man who wronged her was 
the guiltier of the two. 

Many wholesome lessons and some fine morals 
might be drawn from this case, as from numerous 
others, but it is probable that they would have 
little weight with the element which stands in 
need of them. 

If the unwritten law as savagely enforced in 
this country does not restrain the sexually lawless 
nothing else will.

Heve that the Children’s Theater in 
New York has made a showing to satis- 
fy even its managers. Childhood has 
the impressionability, the seizing imag- 
ination, the capacity to wonder and to 
idealize, that make for perfect illusion. 
And it is quite evident that the plays 
given in the Children’s Theater were 
such as to inspire in the best sense, in 
proportion as the acting was successful. 

Beyond the value of a theater so con- 
ducted to any city child, whether poor 
or rich, there is the additional simplifica- 
tion of the general theater problem. 

If there are children’s theaters for the 
children, the demand for adult theaters 
for adults may become more imperative.
